Tlie 
preamble to the award nsHortn that 
"duG diligon(!o" must 1)0 "oxoreiHod in 
exact proportion to tho I'iskH to wliiol 
either of the belligerent powers may 
be exposed from a failui-e to fulfil tho 
oblijjations ol neutrality." It will be 
within tho reader's recollection that 
this view of neutral t)bligationH was 
strongly urged ui)on the Geneva Court 
by oouusel for tho United States, and 
that it was resisted by counsel for 
Great Britain. Noverthcleas it was ro- 
coguized and adopt-od by that august 
tribunal, and made tho ground- 
work of work award. The fecble- 
aoss of the resistance on the pari 
of (ire^t Britain and the readiness with 
IvKicb. this seemingly impossible theory 
vas "iccepted byEurojiean Arbitrators 
excited sonio surprise at tho time; l^nt 
it may turnout that Brother Jonathan 
•was loss cute and far-seeing in this in- 
stance than he commonly gets credit 
for. In the British House of Commons, 
on the 21st ult. Mr. Gathorno Hardy 
moved an address to "Her Majesty 
humbly praying Her ^lajosty that, 
having regard to tho oppressive and 
impracticable character of tho obli^'a- 
tions, hitherto unkaown to interna- 
tional law, which would bo imposoil 
upon Neutral Nations through tho in- 
terpretation placed by the Tribunal 
of Geneva upon the three Rules in tho 
6th article of tho Treaty of Wasiiing- 
ton, and upon tho principles of Inter- 
national Law with respect to the dutios 
of Neutrals. Her Majesty will be 
graciously pleased, in bringing tiiOKB 
liules to the knowledge of other Alari- 
tiiue Powers, and'-inviting them to nc- 
cedo to tho same, to declare to them 
and also to tho Government of tho 
- - United States, Her Majesty's disHont 
from the principles set fortk by the 
Tribunal as the basis of their award — 
principles which, by unduly onhuging 
the rights of Belligerent Powerw 
against Neutrals, would discourage in 
the future the observance of neutrality 
by States deairouB of peace." Jji 
moving this Mr. Hardy disclaimed 
party objects or any imputation of un- 
fairness on the part of the arbitrators. 
This disclaimor elicited cheers, yet Mr. 
Forstor thought the sting of censure 
Btill remained, and on that ground 
be 'Would oppoaa the m tion. Mr. 
Vernon Harcourt was of opinion that 
the hew rules would make neutrality 
intolerable, and Mr. Gregory hekl 
that they impostd dangerous liabilities 
upon neutrals. Sir Stafford North- , 
cote, who was himself a member of j 
the Commission, appears to have been | 
proTokingly i on-committal and unin- ; 
teresting. Ho was disposed to fnvor | 
tho motion, and wished to know 
whether the Government really accept- 
ed the idea involved in the rules; be- 
cause, if so, the rules ought to be nmde 
law. Of what Mr. Disraeli said we, as 
yet, know little. We are told that h e 
said that he was glad tho Government 
intended to come to some understand- 
ing with the United States, and that 
he hoped this would bo done speedily, 
so that the two Governments could 
jointly loiy the rules before other 
powers for connideration. And we 
find Mr. Gladstone assuring the House 
that the matter had not and would 
not bo neglected. This assurance ap- 
pears to have satiafiod all parties and the 
motion was withdrnirn. And this is tho 
giiigorly, namby-pamby way Parlinmont 
, handled a great question irhioli was to 
have made and unmade (rovRrnnienta ! 
Tho information before us is meagro and 
imperfect; but when we find such enun- 
ciations from such men, especially when 
we find Mr. Olndstono concnrring with 
Mr. Disinieli ui)on a (juostiou tTliicb, n 
few months ago, ci voiced so uiiKsh Tory 
thunder und lightning, the conclusion 
eeoms irreaistiUle that those "rules" are 
not ,80 bad for Great Britain after all. Nor 
are thoy. Let tho roador ask himself this 
question. Which of tho two is most likely 
to 1)0 neutral, Great Britain or the Uni- 
ted States? The aiiHWor iuovitiibly is 
thftt for one ohaneo of thn Uiiitcil StatoH 
being oncaged in a {{mat foreign war dur- 
ing tho next quarter of a coutury, there 
are tea chances that Oreat Britain will be 
BO engaged. If, then, Great Britain is 
grontly more liable than tho United States 
to ho enijaged in a foreign war, it aeoniH 
to iollovf that in a like ratio are tho in- 
twrests of tho latter power greater tlnin 
thont) of tho former in extending tliorighln 
of neutrals. Yet we find the United 
States, apparently, orerlookiug this very 
important point, and insisting upon mak- 
ing tho path of neutrals so narrow tluit it 
will be difTicult, if not iiupossiljle, for any 
nation, more especially a great niaritinio 
nation, to walk in it — forgetful, as it would 
Hconi to us, that tho chances are about ten 
to one that she will hare to walk through 
tho dark and tortnoua mazes of that path 
before Great Britain. As there is no na- 
tion that has so mu^ih on tho high seas, so 
there is no nation nujro interested in liav- 
ing an end put to anything in tho nature 
of privatoenng than Groat Britain; and 
■he ought, thoroforo, to bo tho last to 
complain of tho "three rules" ond their 
interpretation. "Perhaps the United 
States is about tho last nation one would 
expect to find contending for these rules. 
\v« fancy Great ]5ritain begins to discover 
on which side tho balance of advanta;,'e 
lies.

Col . Mason's I'amp on Hospital Bock on 
north side of Cajit. Jack's position and di- 
rectly under that famous stronghold. 
Qen. Gillem, tylio had nwuited the arrival 
of stores and "Warm Spring Indians, or- 
dered, yesterday, tents Lo lie struck; for 
tro(jps to he supplied with three days ra- 
tions and 100 rounds of mnnniuitioii ; for 
cavalry to move at two a. ui, to-day, and 
for L'lA. !Masou on opjjosilo side of lava 
bed to move at the same hour on the 
enemy. Col. Ferry and Liout. ("arson, of 
cavalry, were to move to point bt^yoiid 
main oavo and conceal themselves until 
joiiKid in the morning by tlio infantry and 
artillery. It was ho[)ed that tbo Modocs 
woulil observe these and in an attempt to 
cut them oi! fall into tha hands of the 
cavalry. 

Those movements were fully executed 
— probably hurried a little on account of 

the esea]>e from the guard house of a Mo- 
iluc jii-isoiu'r of war. .Inst at daylight we 
heard an irregular fusilade oit tile op])o- 
site side of lava bi'd and knew that ('ol. 
Mas(ni's troops wv.vf. engaged. At ti we 
heard the bouming of howitzers and saw 
shells bursting over Cupt. Jiuik's cuiup. 
.v. this time the rocks woro swarming 
with 1 iiiliiins aii'l tho tiring rapid. The 
plan of the battle was: from the cast side 
Col, !\Ias()ii was to mlvaiico his cunimand 
<jii the right, the Warm .S|)riiig ludiano 
(HI his left curling nji along the leilgo to 
iiiiitu with the right of tho troops from 
this .side leaving only tho lake opon for 
the Modocs to occupy. Lieut. Gri,'eu was 
in camp in charge of the arms and iiinnin- 
uition. (lajit. Trimble with twentv nw.'ii 
was left ill charge of camp on this side. 
I attached myself to stair of 6'ol. Green's 
field ollicei-B, and with bis infantry and 
nrtillery loft camp at 7 a. m. for the tield. 
Soon tho battle ojieiied. Just at liic head 
of the long cavu and one and a half miles 
from Jucli'.i eiinip we encountered the 
first npptjsitiou -straggling siiotsut long 
range. Tho men duploy in open skir- 
mish order and ndvauoe slowly under 
such cover as tiie rocks nlTorded. To their 
right a gorge opened in the bhilF, from the 
right bank of which caino .straggling sliot:-), 
while a few foil around us from the loft, 
point. (Jiir ski nnishers erei)l up ontlioin 
supported by the resorvo until wo ar- 
rived within short range when auevoro 
volley was lired from the hlulf, evidently 
there being '25 or 30 Indians posted there." 
The Iho was heavy and galling and after 
Htanding it !,'> minutes orders lo cliargo 
wore given and the mon Hprang forward 
amid most doafeiiiiig yelln from !Modoe.s. 
Such was tho rapidity of tho ouHlaught 
and 80 uno:cpocted tlint tho troops woro 
on thoiu beforo , they kuo^w it. Had in a 
few j|'fiifi]tca wo were ihastors of tlio situa- 
tion :ind the ii|(ii| t()ok jmsitioii bohiml 
tl|e rocl-:n and i-c^IikI at tlioli' loin|re, (i(Mi 
Ciillem had sent nil order ti) t'ol. l^Iason 
to stir them up on his side i}i\d lie )et iqti) 
thei)! jv'itlj a vongeanco, distracting thujr

troops. The charge was a gallant one 
and tho troops dosorvn great credit for the 
way they cle^dtjm rgqks of Modpos. 

Meonwuile we extricated our' wounded 
— '1 in number"' and" none killed. C?apt. 
Eagan and his men fought gallnntly, so 
did all engaged. C'apt. Eagan was wound- 
ed in the arm, but would not leavo tho 
fiehl. 

The linos are 500 yards apart and the 
ground ia uncovered. When the mortars 
arrive the bluff-Vill be shelled and re- 
covered. At 2 p.m. orders were given to 
advance tho mo.itars. At 2;;i0 ]). m. tho 
lino (loul)leil the lako ojiposite Jiudi's 
camp niid crossed tlui intervoiiiiig open 
simco on tbo double-quick without re- 
ceiving a shot. The,}- are now in readiness 
for a charge on the blulTs after the mortars 
have done their work. ^ Mortars have ar- 
rived on tho' ground nHd 'iWcen position. 

.\11 was quiet until 5:30 p. ni. when a 
sudden and heavy volh^y rattled along 
Jlas(jii's line and continued several min- 
utes. Just previous he signalled no one 
killed or wounded. At .0:10 tho first shot 
was lired frtmi the mortars planting the 
shells fair on the bluffs. A few shells 
were thrown, going wi ll into tho heart of 
t'.io lava bed and appanvntly doing good 
work. Tho bliill'.-i carried .liilier's men 
are now btdd and but t wo Icdgci iiitorvoue 
between his men and the main ]dateau. 

By to-morrow we will have tho red 
devilii eijcircled with but the lake left for 
tlicm to escape.
